The engagement of Lord Herbert, son 
and heir of the Earl of Pembroke, recalls 
the fact that the latter unsuccessfully 
contested the Stephen’s Green Division in 
1910.

Dublin 's Water-Pipes 


The installation of a new water supply 
for the Pigeon House Power Station 
marks yet another endeavour on the part 
of the authorities to ensure a sufficiency 
of water for the city. The great twin 
pipes which are being used measure six 
feet each in diameter—a striking contrast 
to the first waterpipes ever laid in 
Dublin, which were only as thick as a 
goose quill. It was in 1308 that Dublin 
received its first public water supply. A 
conduit three miles long was constructed 
from the Dodder, and crossing the fields 
past Dolphin’s Barn entered the city, 
where it flowed down the main street like 
an ordinary stream,’ Citizens might con- 
nect their houses with this stream by 
means of pipes, “which were on no.&c- 
connt to exceed the thickness of a goose 
quill.” A marble cistern to store the 
surplus water brought by floods was. built 
in the centre of the city by the Mayor or 
Profost, as he was then called, John le 
Decer. The watercourse was the apple 
of the municipal eye for centuries, 


says 
an historian. ‘‘‘ Proclamations were con- 
tinually issued against its 


pollution by 
offal, or the secret diversion of its waters 
by unauthorised branches.” The pipes 
laid dowh by the Corporation to supply 
the side-streets were at first made of lead, 
but in the 17th century, for purposes of 
économy, they were replaced by wooden 
ones made of élm, which. latter existed 
until little over a hundred years ago.

ROMAN leather sandal found under the 
A Bank of England, dating back to the 
period 150 to 200 A.D., and believed to 
belong to a workman, was exhibited at the 
Dublin Rotary Club meeting in the Metropole 
destaurant yesterday by Mr. C. P. McCarthy; 
Cork, during his talk on the footwear in- 
dustry of the Irish Free State. 

Mr. McCarthy, as the representative of the 
Association of Boot and Shoe Manufacturers, 
said that up to 1924, when the first protec- 
tive tariff of 15 per cent. ad valorem was 
imposed, the Saorstat took one-third of ‘the 
whole British export of footwear. In 1924 
there were six footwear factories operating in 
Saorstat, and the employment given was 
cstinated at 350 persons. The estimated pro- 
duction of the factories was 225,000 pairs a 
year. A year ago, in March, 1935, there were 
only sixteen factories, and to-day there were 
twenty-five factories within the Association. 
The factories which were members of the

Should a registered distributor under the 
Dairy Produce Act be also registered as a 
producer in order to sell his own produce 
(non-creamery butter) in his own shop? 
This was a point which arose, and on. which 
District Justice Meagher reserved judgment, 
at Portlanighise District Court to-day, when 
summonses were broacht at the. suit of the 


Minister for Agriculture against. Arthur 
Hume. merchant. Mein street, Portlabighise, 
for (i having feiled, as a registere dis- 
tribntor, to furnish returns’ of stocks, ac- 


quisitions and sales of non-eréamery butter, 
and (2) having carried om ube business oí 
selling non creamer batter of his own manu- 


facture without being registered in the 
Register of Producers 
Mr. T Byrne, solicitor {Messrs. Meehan 


and Byrne’, for the defendant, admitted the 
offences, and explained that the defendant 
had a grocery business in Portlaoighise, and 
he ‘also had a ferm in the country. He 
brought butter in from the farm to the shop; 
a large bart of the butter was used by his 
staff and the rest was sold in the shop. He 
was a registered distributor for the selling 
of non-creamery butter in bis shop. A pro- 
ducer need not be licensed for the sale of his 
butter to a registered distributor, but in this 
cese the defencant was both predrcer and 
3 and. technically speaking, al- 
though he 3 the defendant to pav both 
licenees, and he had paid both, he believed 
that it might be very truthfully argued that 
once the defendant sold butter to himself, 
who was a registered distributor, he was not 
hound to pay. the licence as a registered pro- 
ducer, The failure to make returns was due 
to a change in the staff at the time. 
Why, the Justice asked, “is not this 
man, who is doing the business of an 
ordinary farmer, to bring the butter into his 
revistered premises and sell it there?

An Ametican Problem 


Another blow has been struck at 
President Roosevelt's ‘‘ New Deal,” and 
if the attacks continue, the whole system 
seems to be almost bound to collapse. The 
tragedy is that his plans were wise as well 
as daring. Since the end of the Great 
War the United States has been living in 
an abnormal world of its own—a period of 
gross inflation and unnatural prosperity 
was paid for at last when the Stock 
Markets collapsed in 1929, and from that 
year onwards an artificial heaven gave 
place to a hell which was‘timost equally 
artificial. President Roosevelt was faced 
with the task to bring back his country 
to normal. In view of America’s 
enormous resources, there seemed to be 
no’ real reason why her unemployment 
figure should remain at the fantastic total 
of twelve millions; the trouble seemed to 
lie in lack of organisation, and the “ New 
Deal was devised to supply the elemeut 
which had been lacking. 
wide scheme which at first was pursued 
with energy and determination, and it 
easily might have saved America from her 
troubles if it had not struck the rock ol 
the American Constitution.. The plan, of 
course, was open to many kinds of 
criticism. Industry has been accustomed 
to pursue its own course without State 
interference, and any scheme which inter- 
fered so much with the liberty of the 
manufacturer as the New Deal was 
bound to provoke enmity. It made regula- 
tions governing hours of. work and the 
wages to be paid to employés in all kinds 
of industry; it went some way towards 
the fixing of prices, and it did a good 
deal towards the restriction of output, Yet 
it still has to be proved whether or not 
such a scheme would have failed. From 
the first, indeed, there were indications 
that it had a very fair chance of success, 
but it has been held up for reasons which 
have nothing to do with its own merits, 
and to-day nobody can tell what its chances 
of survival may be. | | 
The real trouble about the “' New Deal 
and all the plans connected with it is that 
they were conceived as a national solution 
to a national difficulty, whereas the United 
States, from the constitutional point of 
view, is a mixture of nation and empire. 


The States which comprise it have a very 


lt was a nation- 


large measure of self-government, and 
Mr. Roosevelt, in his anxiety to cure his 
country’s ills, has found himself acting 
ultra vires. His latest difficy'ty is con- 
nected with the enormous relief plan, 
costing a thousand million pounds, which 
has just been declared invalid by the Court 
of Appeals for the District. of Columbia. 
As a very small part of the general scheme, 
plans had been made for the foundation of 
a model community ” in New Jersey;

Are en too many solicitors in the Free 
State?

On more than one occasion complaints 
have been made to the Foreign Office by 
diplomatists accredited to His Majesty's 
Court concerning approaches which have 
been made to them by this individyal. 

In October, 1935, Lopez wrote to the 
Foreign Office stating that he thought his 
service might be of use to His Majesty's 
Government.

Maguire said that the maid seemed 
to have left the employment of Mrs. Ball 
about the beginning of November, and 
another maid, a Miss Kelly, was em- 
ployed. Miss Kelly would teél them what 
occurred when she came on November 
13th. By that time, matters seemed to 
have reached a crisis. The home was 
broken up. Mrs. Ball went to a nursing 
home and the prisoner went to Mount 
street. About ten days later the house 
was reopened, and Miss Kelly came back 
to her employment. 

For the following three months the 
accused youth lived at Mount street, and
